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THE ARMCHAIR DIPLOMAT PUBLISHES 50TH ISSUE 



\ (The following is a reprint of an editorial in TAD 150 
which appeared on Moveaber 11, 1983. Hany of TAD's readers 
are not into the PBM hobby as such, but are becof&tng roore 
and sore interested)) 

It is traditional to celebrate silestone issues of 
Dipzines (50th, 100th, etc J. I aa oleased to be able to 
celebrate the first of what I hope will be aany milestones 
with TAD. However, there is a aajor difference between TAD's 
50th and the 50th of a hardcopy DipzLne — ti»e- TAD, in its 
electronic fori only ca»e into existence last February (as a 
ftf/pbphone zine it existed for 32 issues prior to the first 
electronic TAD I. Host hardcopy zines coae out on a aonthly 
basis (thus passing the 4 year mark before recording issue 
$50), 

I recognize and acknowledge the fact that 50 issues of 
other Dipzines symbolize a greater achievenent for the zine 
and the editor than TAD 150. None-the-less, TAD 50 is a 
significant siiestone* Why 7 Because it is the 50th issue of 
the first permanent PBEH Bipiine, a forerunner of other 
online Dipzines that are sure to coae, You TAD players and 
readers are the seed of a new exciting expression of PBM 
Diplomacy- We all can take pride in the fact that TAD has 
reached this aiilestone, and will hopefully continue to pave 
the way of PBEH Dippy, 

Presently TAD is a weekly zine (I have no plans to change 
that) but for several months it caae out twice per week. 
During the iost active period I was running 4 gases in TAD 
(two on weekly schedules and two on bi-weekly schedules (2 
weeks). If you figure that ssost Dipzines are aonthly, you 
can figure out that, for a tiae, TAD was running the 
equivalent of 12 PBM Dip games (2 gaaes at 4 aoves per ncnth 
and 2 ga»es at 2 aoves per &onth)« The aost accurate wav to 
describe that situation is "insane", In TAD 44 I reorganized 
the games so that all were on 2 week schedules and the 
results were gradifying, SM errors went downs "burn-out* of 
the BH and players was headed off; and TAD becase sore 
organized. 

The first TAD game was begun on The Source. It took over 4 
months to round up seven players* but in February we 
had our seventh player. Of course we had to go all the wav 
to Australia to get htm (Jus Eadie STE911). And the qase had 
to be delayed while Jia helped tight the terrible fires that 
struck Australia ear i v this *ear . Our other si* piavers 
hailed from all over the US (WashinQtor-DC, PC, DptrnuN], 



BadgerCA, GilletteWY, ProvidenceRI, and a replacement player 
from Santa CiaraCA). SI ended as a three way draw between 
Andy Weill (Italy — end game statement in TAD 45, Michael 
Burleson (France — end gaae statement in TAD 47), and David 
Miles (Russia). It was a good gase, a nice start to TAD, 

TAD ? s second game was begun on Compuserve (Gaaesig) in 
June. It is still being played as the Russian and Sersan lie 
into one another trying to game the victory. 52 and C2 are 
entering mi d-qaae and C3, the first TAD gaae SMed by someone 
other than the editor is underway. Chip Charnley of Virginia 
Beach, VA is the GH of C3. 

There are 5 events that I feel are significant for TAD and 
PBEM Dippy which occured during the tisespan of TADs 1-50. 
In order of occurence they are; FIRST, the start of the 
first PBEM Dippy game in Tad (SI — 19S3CD) ? SECQHD, the 
establishment of a hoaebase for TAD in Saiesig on 
Compuserve; THIRD, The appearance of "PBEM DIPLOMACY" in 
Diplomacy World; FOURTH, the writing of a Diplosacy 
Adjudication program by Bob Arning; FIFTH; the completion of 
the first TAD Diploaacv game (S1--19B3CD in 1912). 

The significance of the first and fifth events are 
obvious. The establishment of a hoifiebase on Babesia 
(Compuserve) is significant for several reasons. The Sates 
Special Interest Group (GAHESIG5 on Compuserve provides a 
very friendly environment and usable systes in and on which 
to play PBEH Dippy. NiqhtShif tSysop and Scorpia (the svsops 
on Baaesigi have been very helpful in making TAD at hose. 
Gaaesiq provides a database area where back issues of TAD 
are stored, The significance of this should not be 
overlooked, When new PBEM Dippers corae along they will have 
available to thea, at no charge, all the back issues of TAD ? 
((Well, actually, early next year our Dippy database will be 
filled and we will have to start deleting the earliest 
issues)) In addition, Games! g provides the vehicle of CO 
whereby Diplomacy conferences can be held in real ti 66* As 
you will note in this issue ? we have just recently had a CO 
with Rod Walker, The iaplications of tying the Dippy 
cofiigiunity together thru electronic sail and online 
conferencing is exciting, TAD players on The Source need not 
fear being excluded. TAD will always run gaaes on The Source 
as long as there is player interest, 

The appearance in DIPLOMACY WORLD #35 of an article on 
PBEH Dippy is important in that, thru this article and 
others that have and wili/Joliow, the PBM Dippy cowunity is 
being iiade fsore aware of what we are doing here and many 
tsose?) will be asking the exodus to join us in the aonths 
ahead. 

in TAD 135 1 aade reference to the fact that I had 
received fro® Rick Looais of FLYING BUFFALO a printout of 
his Dippy adjudication prograa. I asked if anyone would be 
inter estea in translating the program tron its original fori 
(NorthStar Basic! to Applesoft -Basic. Before that could be 
pursued, however, I received a note fro* the original French 
player in SI < Bob Arning), The note in TAD 135 got hi a to 
thinking, he decided that the problem poised by writing a 
Dippy ad iiidl C3ti on oroora$ was interestino (he i ? ? 



When he told ae that he was going to 
undertake the project, I thought to myself "OK, maybe we 
will see soaething in a few aonths* but probably not"* One 
week later he tells §e that the prograa is finished and that 
it has successfully adjudicated the saaple qaae in "The 
Gaier's Guide to Diplomacy"! ! ! 1 He told ae to send a disk so 
that he could nail it to se. Sure, I thought* one week to 
write a Dippy adjudication prograa? Bob is either a superior 
prograaaer or the program is a pile of dung. Let me tell 
you. Bob is a SUPERIOR prograaaer,, To end this story, the 
program is now adjudicating all ay gaaes, 1 call it. APAP

APAP DESIGNER'S NOTES 
by Bob Arninq 



((This article is reprinted froa TAD #51. APAP has been 
adjudicating three gases in TAD for two aonths now (8 turns 
each), without error.)) 

The Diploiacy adjudication 'prograi began when Russ 
mentioned in one issue of TAD that he had coae into 
possession of such a proqraa written in North Star Basic and 
asked if anyone had an interest in converting this prograi 
to Applesoft Basic. Mile the specific project of 
converting soaeone else's program froa one flavor of Basic 
to another didn't seea very interesting, it did sees like 
the kind of prograa that I would enjoy writing and the fact 
that Russ had expressed an interest in having such a program 
added to the incentive. 

The requirements of an adjudication prograa were not 
totally obvious, especially in regard to the differences in 
style between PBEH and face-to-face gases. It did seea 
useful, however, to have a proqraa that would keep a 



accurate (no flying dutchmen) and permanent record of the 
gaaie from turn to turn. Actually adjudicating orders was 
clearly helpful, but perhaps the aost useful aspect in ay 
esti Ration was the ability to produce error-free output in a 
consistent, readable style, With these goals in aind, I 
divided the task of adjudication into several parts: 
1 * Creation of the diplomacy aap with all of the 
idiosyncrasies of coastal and non-coastal connections, etc. 
This was handled by a separate program that builds a aap 
file describing each province, its naae, type, the 
pro- vinces to which it is connected (by land, by coast (1 
or 2) and by water}, and status as supply center and 
hose supply center. This file is constant for all gaaes 
(except of course for variants with different saps') 
and is loaded very quickly by the adjudication program 
when it begins execution. 

2. Establishment of a aethod for storing and 
retrieving the status of individual gaaes, For this 1 chose 
a siaple text file forsat that would allow the user to 
easily create initial gaae situations (other than the 
standard spring 1901 which the program will supply oh 
request}, inspect the files as the gaae progresses and take 
alterations if necessary (due either to user errors in 
running the game or prograa errors in adjudicating the 
gaae). 

3. The entry of orders. The input of orders is again 
in a sisple text file format (either fros disk or the crt), 
allowing direct entry or entry of data captured froa 
coffsffiunications networks. The order parser allows for siaple 
variations in spacing and capitalization, but is rather 
strict on the actual data contained in the order. I chose 
to adhere strictly to rulebook foraats (although in ay 
experience very few people actually write their orders that 
way) to siaplify the process of parsing orders and to 
eliainate any finger-pointing at the prograa in questionable 
interpretations. I left it up to the user to filter out 
obvious garbage orders like "A Hun whistles Dixie". 

4. The adjudication of orders. The actual adjudi- 
cation alqoritha grew in a rather unplanned aanner. I began 
with the basic strategy of doing everything that could be 
done unconditionally and then trying the things had 
conflicts (or potential conflicts). This process repeats as 
long as decisions continue to be sade, hopeful ly leading to 
successful adjudication of all orders. The alqoritha is not 
complete, however, as there are conditions that will not 
adjudicate properly (or perhaps that would adjudicate 
properly and the program would think there was work still to 
be done), This lack of completion is a result of two 
factors; The first is that soae coaolex situations arise 
very rarely in actual play and I didnt feel like working out 
a solution for these situations at the tiae. The second 
reason is the apparent existence of situations whose 
adjudication is still a aatter of dispute in Diplomacy 
circles (I infer this froa soae CDaaents in T66TD and dont 
really know if there is soae consensus on such situations). 
The net result is that the prograa my fail (or think it has 
fsuen) m certain rare (hopeful iv) situations. Since the 
output of tne program (and subsequent input for the next 
turn; is in te>;t forsat, the 6H always has the option of 
correcting such errors, Russ ufiti other?, who «av wish to 



use it) continues to use the program a clearer picture of 
the frequency of these problem will emerge and some 
corrective action could be taken, 

5. Entry of retreats, builds and removals. Rather than 
ifspleaent a coiplex foraat for entering conditional actions 
such as Russ (and others?) use in accepting retreats, builds 
and renovalSj, I sisiply left the decisions in this area up to 
the 6N. The prograa will proapt the user for each necessary 
retreat and Kill accept a valid province or disband the unit 
in the absence of such a province,, Builds and reaovals are 
again entered by the 5H in response to prowls from the 
program describing the country involved and the necessary 
nuaber of builds/reaovals. 

L Creation of suitable reports describing orders, 
results, builds, reaovals and supply center status. The 
report on orders again follows closely the foraat in TGGTD. 
The asaior exception being that underlining is replaced by <> 
sysbois for failed orders. The report on builds and 
reaovals varies soaewhat in that the report on centers owned 
occurs separately fros the report on the actual 
buiids/reaovais. This would allow for the distribution of 
the results of the turn and subsequent entry of actual 
build/reaoval orders, All of the reports produced can be 
either saved to disk for subsequent transmission, printed 
for distribution bv nail or siapiy viewed on the crt, 
HAPAP is available from m for $5.00. It runs on the Apple 
II Pascal system Chip Charnlev asked if the prograa 
could be uploaded to XA5. Unfortunately the programs 
involved are of such size as to sake that iapractkal us is 
providing a hardcopy listing).)}

((Thanks for the encouraging coaaents, Indeed, PBEH is a 
"cosing thing*. However, I find it disturbing that you do 
not believe the postal hobby will accept PBEH games 
alongside postal games. Even so, you say, the gases should 
not be ignored (perhaps they should be segregated you say). 
This brings three guestions to Bind. 

One, aha is it in the postal hobby that will not accept 
these gafses as regular? Of those to whoa I have spoken; all* 
until now, have seeaed to be inclined to consider PBEH gases 
on equal footing with PBH gases. If vou are speaking for 
others, I ask that you request the* to tell fie why they 
would not consider PBEH gases to be on par with PBH gases. 
If you are speaking for yourself, please say so. 

Second, why should PBEH games not be considered equal to 
PBH games? In the IDA PUBLISHER'S HANDBOOK (1976) Doug 
Beyerlein, then Boardaan Number Custodian, defined "postal 1 ' 
Diplomacy as [Diplomacy played with! "extended diplomacy 
periods for secret negotiations. PBEH certains falls into 
the definition "postal 9 as Doug outlined it then (p. 23). As 
I explained in A=Z il, the only real difference between PBH 
and PBEH is the H0DE in which the tail is sent. The only 
practical difference is that electronic Bail travels faster, 
HUGH FASTER. 1 think you hit the nail on the head in your 
letter when you refered to PBEH as an "evolution in the 
gane". That is what it is, an EVOLUTION, not a NEH CREATURE 
that should be separated froa its birthright. 

Third, I find it odd that vou suggest a segregated listing 
of PBEH games since in EVERYTHING *57 a coiputer network 
gaise was listed in the sain body of the issue (1982CK1. 
Again, as I explained in A=Z #1, a note in EVERYTHING (such 
as was done with 1982CK) that a gaae was played via 
electronic nail is certainly acceptable, no* desirable 
(including which systea the game was played on). What is the 
purpose of a segregated listed for PBEH gaaes? Are PBEMers 
not equal f aust we fight for our rights and freedoms? (Note, 
tongue is in cheek),

((Glad to hear of your interest in PBEH. I wrote you a. 
letter soae tUe ago which ended up getting printed in your 
CALIFORNIA REPORTS #24, You, I aa sure, will be interested 
in where ay search for a Dippy adjudication prograa ended up 
(see info above). 

Yes, I DQ believe that CoipuServe Information Service 
(CIS) is the better systea of the two for Diplomacy. Without 
going into detail I can just say that there are a nuaber of 
features on CIS that are better suited to gating and Dippy 
that The Source does not offer. And, of course, CIS is 
cheaper! If you wish to contact Compuserve about signup info 
you can go to your local cosputer store or call the* direct 
at 1-B00-B4B-B990. Although I prefer CIS, TAD will continue 
to run gases on The Source as long as there is interest, The 
number for signup info on The Source is 1-800-334-3366. 

Player recruitaant differs for each system (It is sore 
fruitful on CIS), On The Source new players are found bv 
posting public messages on the Sate Bulletin Board, As the 
board is erased each week, the message aust be send each 
week if you r^sh to keep it up all the tine. I have not 
posted messages on Source Board for sose t i me since I am 
not planning any near future starts, (Well, that say not be 
coapletely true. Don Patrick, a fellow in Austin TX, has 
been protising to start a Dip gaae for several aonths now, 
If his gaae is not underway soon, I will open a new section 
of Dip on the systea), TAD is sailed privately to players on 
The Source. 

On CIS new players coae along every week or so. TAD is 
posted in a public access area and a special bulletin is 
"sent" to all GaaeSIG aeabers when a new issue goes online 
(weekly). This coupled with open sessages on the board 
between Dippy players creates a curiousity about the qane. 
By the way, SaaeSIS Beans Gases Special Interest Group. It 
is in the SaaeSIG area that PBEM Dippy is being played. The 
BaaeSIG address within CIS is HOfi-143. I get, on the 
average, one CIS aeaber per week who wants to play, By the 
way, *05t Dippy aessages are sent privately of course, but 
when the material is for public consumption, aessages are 
sent "in the clear", Dippy on CIS is auch sore a public 
event. People know the qaaes are going on, I have three 
files in our Dippy database that explains the ga/ne of 
Diploiacy for those who are interested, TADs first quest GH 
is on CIS, Chip Charnley of Virginia Beach, VA, Another CIS 
player has indicated an interest in SHing, Your interest is 
just another indication that PBEH is growing. 

Host of our players have FTF Dippy experience but have not 
played PBH before. Soae have really gotten into Dippy 
because of PBEH and are beginning to read various Dipzines 
to learn more. Chip Charnley is perhaps our aost experienced 
PBH player with about 207, of our players having prior PBH 
experience. TALK ABOUT A RECRUITMENT TOOL, TAD IS IT! 

i had to chuckle when 1 read your question scout char oi no 
players. The averse PBEHer spends $20 per aonth in connect 
tiae related to Dippy i teas. To ask hia/her to pay a 



additional gase fee is perhaos not possible, In any case I 
have not, to this point, charged anything to play (their 
connect charges being expense enough). If I charged to plav 
in this early stage of the PBEH hobby, it probably would 
never get off the ground. But who knows what it will be like 
a year froa now? Nhat this aeens is that a potential Gfl in 
PBEH is going to have to foot the bill hiaself, at least for 
a tiae. It nay be a bit of a sacrifice right now, but the 
opportunity to be involved in the foundational work of PBEH 
is worth it, I believe, 

You should consider purchasing a terminal software package 
that peraits uploading/downloading froa -aeaorv (if you do 
not already have one), With such a package you can call up 
the systea, download your electronic mai 1 * sign off the 
systea, compose your replies at your leisure, then reverse 
the process to upload your aail, In this aanner you greatly 
reduce you connect tiae. Without this software PBEH could 
become prohibitively expense. 

As to SHing online, 1 suggest that once you get onto one 
of the services that vou take some tiae to get used to its 
working before attempting to start a gaae. Right now, pretty 
auch all PBEH activity on the two services is taking place 
in TAD (at least to av knowledge). You say want to play in 
one of the online gaaies for a while before foraing your own 
gaae, 1 aa quite aware of your good reputation as a GH and 
only suggest this course of action so that vou will be 
experienced with the systea when you 6M your first PBEH 
game. Along with you, I look forward to that day,))
